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Anthony scoblick, . one of the sight people named as defendants by a Federal 
grand jury in Harrisburg, Pennyslvania, in connection with an alleged conspiracy to 
conna u a series oi acts of anti-war vandalism culminating in the kidnapping of 
Henry n-issinger, said today in Los Angeles that the grand jury in Harrisburg has 
issued a third indictment in which those charges have been drooped. 

The Harrisburg grand jury issued its first indictment on J anuar y 12th and 
ii. named the neV. Philip Berrigan and five other people, including lr. Scoblick, as 
participants in the alleged conspiracy. The grand jury released a second indictment 
on April 50th and it named two additional defendants and an additional charge of 
conspiracy to interfere with the Selective Service System. 



ilr. Scoblick was interviewed this morning by Kary Loss of Pacifica station 
APiA in ros Angeles, and^ ue said he had telephoned the Federal district attorney in 
Harrisburg to confirm a story published last Thursday [ 12 Aug] by a newspaper there, 
saying that a third indictment load been issued which charged the defendants only with 
conspiracy to interfere with the Selective Service System.
